Begin the treatment with the 
neck and shoulder massage with 
melted lanoline that I described 
for you in yeSterday’s column 
and then dip one of the pieces 
of gauze into an oil mixture 
made from melting a tablespoon 
each of olive oil and lanoline 
together in an enamel pan. Wind 
the oily piece of gauze around 
ycur neck, bandage fashion, and 
cover it with the clean strip to 
prevent the oil from getting on 
your clotnes or sheets. 

If you take the treatment on 
an afternoon you can also plan 
to take a soothing facial, shum- 
poo your hair or give yourself 
a pedicure and manicure while 
your neck is getting its beauty 
treatment. Or you can leave the 
oily bandage in place and go 


about your housework, Sut it 
will be more beneficial if you 
can relax. Use at least a par: of 
the time for & refreshing nap. 
Pull the window shades and 
cover your eyes with pads of 
cotton saturated in witch haze} 
or in warm water.

If you take the treatment at. 
night, leave the oily gauze on 
until morning, then cleanse tue 
skin thoroughly with scap and 
warm water and rinse in cool 
water. Be sure to wrsh your 
throat with upward strokes or 
you may undo some cf the bene- 
ficial effects of the oil treat- 
ment. 

You will be wise to include a 
few simple exercises in any neck 
beautifying program. The first 
“exercise” is to practice good 
posture. It will strengthen your 
throat muscles. And here is an 
exercise that is good both for 
the circulation and for strength- 
ening your muscles. Sit erect 
with your chin tilted upward, 
érep the lower jaw and go 
through vigorous exaggerated 
chewing movements.

Oysters are so healihful 
nourishing and safe — with all 
the care exercised in their cul- 
ture, packing and shipping—that 
even the younger children can 
eat and enjoy them. And today I 
have some inrtiguine oyster re- 
cipes that may be new to you. 
You- needn't be shy about bring- 
ing them out when you are ex- 
pecting a luncheon ruest either 
since they are so good. 

Oyster Chowder 

You rmivtht keep the recipe for 
the oyster chowder or hand for 
quick reference some chilly eve- 
ning when you want something 
that will just hit the sfot. Drain 
the’ liquid from one quart of 
oysters and remove any particles 
of shell. Strain the liquid 
through a fine seive and add to 
one cup of water in the chowder 
kettle. Peel six polatoes ana 
slice them very thin and add 
with the one sliced onion to the 
liquid. Boil them until quite 
tender, but not mushy. Make a 
wnite sauce from two. table- 
spoons butter, one tablespoon 
ficur and three cups of milk, 
added a little at a time. Put the 
oysters into this sauce and sim- 
mer for two or three minutes. 
Combine with the cooked pota- 
toes, onion and liquid. Season to 
taste with salt and pepper and 
serve from a tureen with split 
pilot biscuit floating on the sur- 
face.

An Old English Custom 
Threatened . . . Heroes 
Pensions Commuted 


ROM time immemcrial Great 

Britain has rewarded her 
zival military and naval heroes 
vith perpetual pensions. Now 
lard times threaten to put an 
end to this old custom 

Since the days of the Stucrt 
kings, it has been the practice 
Lo bestow upon-@ few great aa- 
niirals anc generals handsome 
monetary yxifts for outstanding 
victories “Until recent years de- 
scendants of such men as the 
Duke cf Wellington, the Duke 
of Marlborough, Admiral Rod- 
ney and Admiral Nelson zre- 
ceived from $10,000 to $25,000 a 
year from the British Crown in 
appreciation of the glory their 
famous ancestors won. 

Now only the Nelson annuity 
remains of those four, and the 
uresent Lord Nelson has decided 
it is his duty in these days otf 
economic stress and strain to 
turn back $2,500 of his $25,600 
each year until Great Britain is 
safely past the economie¢ crisis. 
Lord Seaton, one of whose an- 
cestors distinguished hims«lf at 
Waterloo and was similarly re- 
warded, also voluntarily sutren- 
dered ten per cent. of his $10,- 
000 annuity. 

Changing ideas about the pro- 
priety of sueh rewards have 
fiven rise during the past few 
cceades, to many demands that 
they be permanently abolished. 
It was not so long ago that Brit- 
ish taxpayers were paying large 
sums every year to descendants 
of persons, long since forgotten, 
who had performed some service 
fo- a king more than 300 years 
aeo.
